MEXICAN SITUATION GROWS WORSE. 
News reports from both Washington and the 


border concerning the Mexican situation is dis- 
•quieting when taken as a whole, because it indi- 
cates in the first place that the administration 
'is still depending upon the alleged word of Gen- 
eral Carranza as delivered through his war sec- 
retary and in the second place that Carranza is 
preparing to issue a second order to American 
troops to get out of Mexico. 


There is a strong probability that the Wash- 


ington officials are not playing fair with the 
American public. The President and the Secre- 
tary of Stale have issued statements to the ef- 
fect that the chase of Villa was not to be aban- 
doned and that the punitive expedition was not 
to be withdrawn- until a wide strip of territory 
immediately south of the Rio Grande was cleared 


.'fif all bandits, and the de-facto government had 
' demonstrated its ability to maintain order. 


But we find that at least one regiment of cav- 


alry has arrived at Columbus, New Mexico, from 
General Pershing's advance base at Namaquipa, 
and that the advance bodies of the "Get Villa" 
expedition have been withdrawn to the line of 
communication between Namaquipa and Colum- 
bus. Thus the original purposes of the expedi- 
tion have been abandoned and it has assumed a 
stationary defensive position. Washington still 
keeps the reins on Pershing's men firmly drawn, 
while daily invasions of the: American side'of the 
Rio Grande are conducted by Mexican outlaws. 


In the 
meantime apparently reliable • des- 


patches, from. Carrahza's headquarters' are to the 
effect that he has no idea of agreeing to the 
presence of American-troops in Mexico; that he 
will'issue an "ultimatum" for their withdrawal 
within the next few days. This is just what 
may be expected from Carranza. He has been 
using the conferences between Obregon and 
General Scott to convince the Mexican public 
that.he was arranging the details of the with- 
drawal of the foreigners. 
Mexicans have be- 


lieved the story, because to their simple minds 
it is plausible, and they will also believe Car- 
ranza when he tells them the United States has 
failed to keep faith with him. 


Eveiy day the bloody policy of armed watch- 


ful waiting is prolonged the danger of open war- 


. fare with the Carranza faction increases. Only 


energetic relentless, prosecution of the'military 
purpose for which we entered Mexico—to., punish 
Villista bandits—will bring the intervention and 
informal war to an end. Yet the officials at 
Washington, ever with their ear to-the ground 
to catch the direction of the political wind, per- 
sist in the discredited policy of vacillation and 
waiting for "something to turn up." 


please. The only exceptions will be the two or 
three delegations that were instructed by State 
conventions to vote for a certain' candidate "all 
the way." Thus the electorate of the several 
"primary" States, instead of exerting any influ- 
ence in the selection of a party nominee, have 
forfeited that restraint 
upon delegates they 


formerly exercised, in greater or lesser degree, 
through State conventions. 


Beside being a pitiable failure as a medium 


for expressing the "popular choice" the prefer- 
ential primaries are an inordinately heavy ex- 
pense upon the taxpayers. The Illinois primary 
cost about §2.75 for each vote cast. In one dis- 
trict in Montana the cost was as high as $6 a 
vote. We have not yet learned what the cost 
was-in California, but in any event it was use- 
less. Then we must add the lost effort and time 
incident to a popular election and campaign. 
"Failure without a redeeming feature," is the 
epitaph for the preferential primary. 


WHAT ARE THE RETURNS? 


Since the return of the commercial mission to 


South America, headed by Secretary of the 
Treasury MeAdoo, we have been patiently wait- 
ing for some information as to the results of that 
trip. Statements given out by Mr. MeAdoo be- 
fore he started on his junketing .-journey con- 
tained the the distinct promise that he' would 
tell the people of the United States something 
having a direct and immediate bearing upon the 
administration's plans to increase trade relations 
between North and South America. 


But this is what Mr. MeAdoo has given us so 


fa'r: "I found among many of the leading 
statesmen of Soutli America an earnest desire to 
strengthen commercial, financial and political 
relations with the United States." This is not a 
sensible addition to our stock of knowledge be- 
fore Mr. MeAdoo started on his southern, trip 
and it is apparent that it is little more.than Mr. 
MeAdoo knew theretofore. 


True, we have as a result of the trip the v.is- 


onary suggestion of an intercontinental railway. 
Mr. MeAdoo states confidently that it is not vis- 
onary; that it is "a practical idea and one that 
can be realized at much less cost than the Pana-^ 
ma • Canal." 
But it is visionary, nevertheless,

others:

PRIMARY A FAILURE. 


Illinois is, so far as reports indicate, to be the 


first State to cure itself of the presidential pref- 
erence primary sickness. A bill is to be intro- 
duced in the next legislature to repeal the direct 
primary law and tlie dissatisfaction developed 
over the working of the law in two presidential 
campaigns appears io be sufficient to insure 
passage of the repeal act. 


We predict that many other States shortly 


Trill follow the example of Illinois. Primary re- 
form has fallen woefully short of what its advo- 
cates promised for it. As a means of placing the 
nomination of presidential candidates in the 
hands of the people, it is an utter and ludicrous 
failure. 


No National convention was ever character- 


. ized by so much uncertainty as to its probable 


action as the Republican convention to be held 
in Chicago next month. Presidential candidates 
fought shy of the primaries in practically all 
States except a candidate's own and only a half 
dozen "favorite sons" will go to the convention 
with instructed delegates. While not wishing 
to be understood as saying it is the case in thejpened. 
present situation, it might easily be that no' 
"favorite son" candidate is as good presidential 
timber as two or three other candidates whose 
names might come before the convention and 
who would have no instructed delegates behind 
them. 


Over two-thirds of the delegates to the Chi- 


cago convention will be unpledged. The dele- 
gates instructed at primaries generally have in-

career an a newsboy and-later boca»Tie 
a saloon-keeper at "Dc-ad Man's Cor-

dors in the neighborhood.... Cincinnati 
was '"wide open" In those days mid 
unbridled-saloons and-gambling flour-1 
IsheO.

He Immediately became u leader in I 


local politics and soon spread his in-i 
nuence until he .virtually controlled! 
the Republican machine in Hamilton1 
county, obtained a powerful hold on j 
state politics and wielded an'Influence 
in national campaigns. 


Early in his political 
career . Cox 


was elected to the city council. That, 
however, was tho only elective office 
to which he ever aspired.

the 
Inner- circle conferences- of his 


party far more to his liking than the 


. open work of the platform. 
As leader 


of the Republican party in Hamilton 
county he selected as his chief lieu- 
tenants August Herrmann, now chnlr- 
man of the national baseball com- 
mission and president of the Cincin- 


- riati baseball club, and 
RuU Hynlcka, 


who later became closely associated 
with Cox In theatrical ventures.

the division of authority between, these 
two Cox assigned Herrmann to tho 
city' 
of 
Cincinnati and Hynlcka to:

For years the word of these'. 


two men in their separate fields was 
final. . 


In 1SS4. during the Blaine-Cleve- 


land campaign, Cox's circle of. influ-. 
ence widened. 
At that time, the Re- 


publicans declared for protective tariff 
and the Idea appealed to Cincinnati 
as a rising manufacturing city. Cox 
was awake to the possibilities, formed 
the famous "Elaine Club" and asked 
to be allowed to direct the congres- 
sional 
campaign. 
In this political 


fight he won, Hamilton 'county giving 
Elaine a substantial plurality. 


Cox's work in connection with tho 


candidacy of William Howard Taft j 
for the presidency 
occasioned sur- 


prise among political observers. When' 
' the former president was secretnry 
of war he delivered nn address at 
•Akron. 
Ohio, 
supporting Myron T. 


Herrlck for governor 
of Ohio. 
lit 


this address he took, occasion to say 
that If he voted that year he would 
cast a straight Republican state ticket, 
but would not support the Cincinnati 
city ticket placed on the ballot by the 
Republican 
organization. 
This was 


construed as a direct slap .at the Cox 
organization, but contrary to expecta- 
tions Hamilton county was solid for! 
Taft when he was a candidate for 
President a short tlmn later and it 
was known that Cox used his Influence 
In swinging the state for Taft.

When Cox announced his retirement 


*from politics In 1909, Herrmann and
